2. That in dispute between the parties are medical 
expenses incurred on behalf of Charles Cameron prior to June 5, 

19-72, that is, six (6) years prior to the filing of the Plaintiff's 
Second Amended Complaint for Wrongful Death on June 5, 1978, in the 
sum of Twenty-eight Thousand Three Hundred Fifty and 95/100 Dollars 
($28,350.95) paid by the State of Illinois, Department of Public Aid 
and the sum of Forty-five Thousand Nine Hundred Thirteen and 46/100 
Dollars ($45,913.46) paid by the Indiana Department of Public 
Welfare. 

3. Additionally in dispute between the parties was the 
issue as to whether or not the deceased, Charles Cameron, died as a 
result of the gunshot wound he received on or about June 20, 1969 
when he was shot by a City of Fort Wayne Police Officer.
